as well as the bankers. 
One plan being worked out by the 
finance specialists includes some- j 
thing like the 25-cent saving stam ps I 
w hich children bought during the ; 
World war. Secretary of the T reas­ 
ury M orgem hau recently requested J 
such a study. 
Regardless of the final method 
adopted, experts believe the financ­ 
ing task just ahead calls for the 
greatest sales effort since the "Lib­ 
erty” and "Victory” bond issues en­ 
listed the dollars of the average man 
and woman a generation ago. 
Roughly, treasury experts esti­ 
mated th a t expenditures next year 
would exceed taxes by about $6,000.- 
000,000. 
About $1,000,000,000 could 
be borrowed from various govern­ 
m ent funds, leaving about $5,000,- 
000,000 to be raised from the general 
public. 
For the heavy part of the fund 
raising, the experts put their iaith 
in the $1,000 bond. 
These would 
bear a "national defense series" in­ 
scription. 
The second line, they said, might 
be a complete assortm ent of "baby 
bonds" priced as low as $5 apiece, 
with 33 1-3 per cent off tor cash 
The “one-third off" on baby bonds 
was explained by the experts as 
what the financiers call a "dis­ 
count." 
Instead of selling a bond 
for $25 and paying $6 25 interest to 
the buyer over a period of IO years, 
the treasury sells the bond at a
